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REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 13-22 are allowed. Claims 1-12 have been cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

The prior art fails a scan line circuit that solves screen flicker, imperfect exposure 
junctions and inhomogeneous brightness in a TFT-LCD, which includes a plurality of 
perpendicular scan lines and a plurality of horizontal data lines. Each of the scan lines 
connecting a plurality of pixel TFTs in a column to form an array of the pixel TFTs, and a 
drain of the each pixel TFTs connecting a liquid crystal capacitor and a storage 
capacitor, wherein each of the scan line comprises gate voltage deformation means for 
deforming a gate input voltage waveform input from an input terminal of the scan line, 
the gate voltage deformation means located only between the gate of the first pixel TFT 
in the row and the input terminal of the scan line as claimed in claims 13 and 18.
